SITTING OF JUNE 6. 

Yefterday, the Council, in a public fitting, adopted, 
on the propolition of Boulay, the following order : 

The Council of Five Hundred, on the report of 
feveral United Committes, orders that a meflage fhall 
be fent to the Executive Directory to the following 
effect : , 

Citizen Directors, the French Government is infti- 
tuted for fecuring the prefervation and well-being of the 
people. 

The Legiflative Body and the Executive Direftory 
form the two principal parts af this Government.— 
Thefe two Authorities fhould underftand one another, 
and ought to proceed in concert to attain the common 
object of their inftitution. ‘Their means of correfpon- 
dence are regulated by the Conftitution, as well as the 

refpective duties of the two Authorities. 

Thus the Legiflative Body makes laws, and the Di- 
reftory execute them; thus the Dire¢tory is {pecially 
commifliéned to provide according to thefe laws, for 
the interior and exterior fafety of the Republic. 

As tothe external fafety, the Direétory is {pecially 
placed by the Conftitution as @ fort of advanced guard, 
as the firft centinel to obferve the defigns and the moye- 
ments of other people, and when they perceive that 
they endanger the exiftence, or the jet rights of the 
nation, they may alone aé& proviGonally for its fecurity ; 
but they ought in this cafe to advife the Legiflat:ve Bo- 


dy without delay, who will therenpon adopt the mea- 
fares which it may think moit agreeable to the pre- 
fervation and dignity of the people whom they repre- 
feat. 

Citizen Direftors, every thing announces that the 
fafety of the nation from without is threatened, and 
that the isterior tranquillity may be involved in it. 

From without we have to fultain a violent war; fix 
months ayo we were every where viclorious: it appears 
now that the enemy has obtained fome advantages over 
us. 

The public voice announces that fome powers who 
have hitherto taken no part, at lea{t apparently, in the 
war, are again{t usin arms, andina {tate of hoitility, not 
only imminent, but real. 

In thefe circumftances the Council of Five Hun- 
dred had reafon to expe that the communications re- 
quired by the Conftitution would be made to them. 

Citizens Direétors, you are no doubt fenfible that 
it does not confiit with the dignity of the French peo- 


ple to affume a humiliating appearance towards other | 


nations. ‘They mutt therefore aflame that attitude which 
nature, f{trength, courage, and induftry, deftine for it. 

It is publicly notorious, that in feveral parts of the 
interior of the Republic, uneafinefs, and even fermen- 
tation exilts ; and the caufes are equally notorious. But 
before we adopt any meafures on this head, the Council 
think it their duty to require from you information as far 
as you know, what are the caufes, and what the means 
whigh you think moft proper to put an end to the troubles 
that may arife from fuch caufe. 

In this fituation of affairs, a longer filence on your 
part would give uneafinefs to the people and Legiflative 
Body. 

We invite you, therefore, to give us, without de- 
lay, information as to this double obj: of our anxiety. 





On the propofition of Francais, the Council adopted 
the plan of an addrefs to the people, conceived im the 
following terms: 

THE LEGISLATIVE BODY TO THE FRENCH PEOPLE. 

Frenchmen, the moment is arrived when your re- 
prefentatives can no longer remain filent without being 
criminal ; when to conceal their fentiments, would not 
only be a public misfortune, but a crime again{t the 
State, when to addrefs the people is the moft urgent and 
holy of our duties. —Liberty! which you have acqui- 
red at the price of fo much blood, and of fo many fa- 
crifices, is again threatened, and our common country, 
fo long :riumphant, is expofed to new dangers. Two 
months have hardly elapfed between Italy, a republic, 
and victorious under our banners, and the fame coun- 
try attacked by a favage conqueror. 

The ambitious and bloody houfe of Auftria,the Englifh, 
thofe ingenious and perfidious partizans of all political 
crimes, have joined totheir plansthe Porte and{Rufliajand 
by a monftrousalliance they flatter themfe!ves that they 
fhall be able to divide among them the territory of 
France. It only remains for you to decide whether you 
will be free men or flaves—-whether you will be French- 
men or Aultrians—whether you will preferve your own 
property, or become yourfelves the property of a bar- 
barous conqueror, who would chain you down to his 
eftates, and force you to march under his ftandard. 

A foreign power makes no diftinétion in the different 
opinions which divide you; he confounds you ail in 
one indifcriminate hatred. It is enough that you are 
Frenchmen to be guilty—it is enough that you are in- 
duftrious or rich to make him defirous of your {poils ; 
and he who in the fecret with of a corrupted heart, calls 
for the aid of a foreign power, would fee, if his wifhes 
were gratified, what confequences would follow—his 
houfe burnt, his children killed by barbarians, whom 
he has had the folly to confider as his deliverers. The 
object of the new coalition is to revive in Europe the an- 
cient barbarifm, to deftroy all knowledge, and all Re- 
publics ; to remove from the face of the earth all the 
monuments and all the inftitutions which could call to 
our recolleétion great objects ; to banith all liberal and 
generous fentiments from our hearts, to call back again 
into aétion all our prejudices and all our fuperttitions, 
and in the midft ofthis gloomy night, to aggrandize 
and {trengthen two or three bloody thrones, to whom are 
attached an oppreflive nobility, a ruinous feudal fyftem, 
an inquifitorial treafury, and all the dreadful train of 
mifery aod flavery conneéted with thefe evils. 

The affaflination of our Plenipotentiaries, while ne- 
gociating a peace, may fhew what they would do when 
in hoftility with a people. Would they who have never 
refpected the laws of nations pay any refpeét to the 
rights of the people! This war, then, is the caufe of 
all Frenchmen ; and there is not one, whatever may be 
his political opinion, who mutt not lofe every thing by 
an invafion, which would confound all in one general 
ruin’ and fervitude. 

Frenchmen who inhabit the Alps, and who have 
haftened to the defence of thofe bulwarks with which 
nature has been -pleafed to cover our country, throw 
from the fummit of thofe mountains your ferocious ene- 
mies. The armies may have been furprifed in Italy, 
but they have not been conquered.. Direéted by ano- 
ther minifter, commanded by fkilful gencrals, and rein- 
forced with new warriors, with which they every day 
fee their phalanxes increafe, they will foon refcue the 
track of victory; but as the interior is the fource which 
feeds and novurithes the aimy, it is that which 
muft be animated and enlivened. May the friends of 
liberty, too long profcribed‘and purfued by the royalifts, 
affume that appearazoce which becomes their virtues, 
and manife(t the juft pride of having ferved their 
country; may tlie purchafers of national demefnes 
become fenfible that they have nothing to hope from 
the interference of a foreign power, and that al! which 
has hitherto fupported the Republic, flill fapports it ; 
they judge what kings are preparing for them, by the 
{words which their troops wave over our heads. 

Let thofe who are enlightened, inform their fellow- 
citizens ; let thofe who are energetic, communicate to 
them a portion of their electric fire; let him who has 
ftrength come forward to defend them; him who has 
riches, to aflift them. Itis in this general difplay of 
our moral and phyfical faculties that the enemy fhould 
recognife the French people. Let all thofe who are 
deftined by law to march to the frontiers obey the com- 
mands ; let the cowardly be purfued, the taxes be paid, 
the Royalifls be well watched, the difturbers of the 
public peace;be reflrained, the affaflins be arrefted and 
punithed, and let Government be aflifted, not only with 
the means which duty commands, but alfo with all thofe 
which zeal can fuggelt. 

It is in vain that odium is attempted to be thrawn 
upon pure Republicans by the hackneyed and opprobri- 
ous epithets with which they are loaded. ‘The Jegifla- 
tive body cannot be deceived by all thefe manceuvres, 
which, by difcouraging the Republicans, and iucreafing 





the courage of the Rovalilts, have feveral times endan- 


} gered the Republic. ; 
| firous of animating the revolutionary pathons, but of ex- 
' 


erting all the liberal and generous afiections, and of ma- 
king liberty, not the patrimony of fome, but the right 
of all Frenchmen. 

It is the wilh of your reprefentatives that the law 
fhovid be the right, as it is the duty of all, and that no 
one fhould either invoke it in vain, or violate it with 
impunity. You have feen this year with what religious 
re{peé all the choices which you have made have been 
re{peéted by your reprefentatives. Schifms, and all am- 
bitious plots have vanithed before the great principle 
which has every where made legal majorities triamph. 
Laws fhalt be made to prevent the ruinous confequences 
of thefe fchifms. 

Numerous complaints have been made againit the 

conduct of feveral agents of the Directory, accufed of 
delapidation, and plunder, as well in the interior as a- 
mong the allied Republics. The law will place the 
guilty under the hands of juftice, and the Directory 
will drive away the cloud of vultures who follow the 
armies, and betiege all the avenues to power. 
} . The refponfibiliry of the Executive agents fhall be 
| organized ; the accounts of the Minillers fhall be fo- 
lemnly publithed, and feverely {crutinized ; the molt. ri- 
gerous economy {hall be introduceu refpecting the ex- 
penditure ; the liberty of perfons and of opinions fhall 
be fecured by fevere laws ; but the great means of ,ad- 
miniftering and executing thofe laws is in the hands of 
the Dicestory, and as faithful obfervers of thefe laws 
we will never exceed the limits which our duty pre- 
fcribes to us, as the Directory, on their part, thall ne- 
ver exceed their’s.. Tyranny begins where powers are 
invaded, or accumulate too greatly ; the liberty of all, 
and the fecurity of every one contilts in the balance of 
thofe powers, and it is always to fome caufes which 
have deranged the balance, or which have prevented it 
from being eftablithed, that faults and reverfes are to 
be attributed. 

Frenchmen, the difficulties which furround us are 
great, but the courage of your reprefentatives is greater. 
They can have no other fear than that of not fuliilling 
their duty—no other paffion than that of feeing you free 
and triumphant—and they have vowed to fave you or 
to perifh, and they will keep their word. 








STRASRURGH—JUNE 2. 

A courier from the army of Maffena arrived yefterday, 
informs us, that on the 11th (May 30) there was a 
battle of advanced pofts. Athis departure on the 12th 
(May 31), Maffena was ftill at Zurich, and on the 13th 
(June 1) there was to be ageneral attack, Meanwhile, 
they were occupied in the commencement of the eva- 
cuation of, and the tranfport of the confiderabie maga- 
zines eltabiithed at Zurich. The chofen corps of Baile 
had orders to repair to Zurich on the 13th (June 1). 

We learn by the way of Germany, that the Auftrian 
army which occupies the Grifons country is very trong. 


General Hotze is advanced with gooo men by 
Ragaze, Sargans, and Wallenitadt, by the Toggan- 
bourg, towards St-Geln—General Hiller has marched 


with 7000 men by Pfeffers and Vettis, towards Glarus ; 
and General Bellegarde was poled with 14,c0o men 
between Tlans, Flants, and Difentis, towards the Canton 
of Ui. 

Genera! St Cyr is certainly gone to Italy, where he 
will command a divifion. General Lefevie is likewife 
gone, and will be empleyed in the fame army. 

A courier arrived here yelterday, after mid-day from 
Zurich, from whence he departed inthe night of the 
12th or 13th (May 31, or June 1). 

The difpatches brought by this courier ftate, that the 
army is concentrated upon the Glat, a fimall river two 
leagues in advance from Zurich, and the advanced 
guard pofted between the Glat and the Tofs. The 
enemy is entrenched on the right banx of the Tofs. 

The-Court of Vienna has fignified to the Eleétor of 
Mayence, that he mult take the reins of Government 
from Baron Albini, his Firft Minifter. ‘This intima- 
tion is made in a tone which Sovereigns do not general- 
ly ufe to their fubordinates. 

‘The Commune of Soudan is put in a ftate of ficge. 

Letters from the Hague of the 13th Prairial (June 1) 
ftate, that many petitions have been prefented trom the 
Citizens of Amfterdam, &c. to the Legiflative Body, 
reprefenting the danger of fending the Patriots to the 
frontiers, and faying that the Ariftocrates and the par- 
tizans of the Stadtholder will feize the opportunity of 
overturning the Government, and of making commpn 
caufe with the external enemies.

ARMY OF ‘THE DANUBE. 
Head-Quartees, Zurich, June 3. 
Massena, General in Chief to the Execurive Directory 
of the French Republic. 

Citizens Direcrors, 

The encmy attacked me yesterday in force on my right ; 
conceiving this movement & pressage to a general attack, the 
next day I made, in consequeace, all my dispositions to receive 
it. As J conjectured, the enemy commenced at day-break this 
morning an attack on my whole line. After severak hours 
contest its principal strength and efforts were directed on my 
right ‘against the’ division commanded by General Soult. I 
wus there in person. The enemy were desirious to possess 
themselves of all the positions which cover Zurich. They ad- 
vanced with great rapidity to the villages of Vittikon, Zoli- 
kon, and Reisbach ; they were carried several times, and were 
as often retaken by our troaps, at the point of the bayonet.— 
‘The enemy resumed his attacks with constantly increasing 
boldness, I then made a general movement on the whole line, 
and charged them on all points. _ It was ahout five in the even- 
ing. ‘The enemy sustained our shock with obstinacy, and it 
was not until within an hour of night that he yielded to us the 
field of battle, and withdrew from our positions, which have 
been, consequently, occupied by our troops. 

We have made about 500 prisoners; the loss of the enemy 
in killed and wounded is very considerable. ‘Lhis may he ea- 
sily conjectured, Citizens Directors, from the length of the ac- 
tion, andthe eagerness with which they exposed themselves to 
our fire. We have to regret 500 in kilied, wounded, and taken 
prisoners. I cannot sufficiently commend General Soult for his 
judicious dispositions. He has conducted himself with a de- 
gree of coolness and courage to be rarely met with. All the 
troops have done their duty ; but I must make particular men- 
tion of the zeal and energy displayed by the superior officers, 
and those of the Staff, in leading our Ro A yen to the enemy. 
‘Vhe General of Division, Cherin, is very desperately wounded 
by a musket shot. ‘the reputation for bravery of this dis: 
guished officer is made. ‘Ihe whole army vegrets, with me, 
that his weunds deprive us of his services; we hope it may 
not snatch him from his country. Adjutant-General Debilly is 
also wounded. Since the 13th of May, a day:has not passed 
in which the army has not been engaged in general or partial 
engagements, either offensively or defensively. Health and 
respect, MASSENA.
